Freneh desire for safety, knowing what
France had suffered in two wars, That
security, however, he declared, ought to
rest upon the moderation with which
the victors used their power, and upon
equity in apportioning Silesin. The
British Empire, tha l‘rrmn Minister de-
clared, would never be dragged Into
another war caused by the oppressive |
use of superior foree or the abuse of
Justice in a time of triumph.
